It is not too much to 
predict 
that when the history of the last 
half century is w ritten 
in 
the 
term s of the social, 
legal, 
and 
political evolution of the United 
States, few m en will appear more

Louis Dembitz Brandéis, 
justice 
of the suprem e court of the U nit­ 
ed States, who on Novem ber 13 
observed his 
eightieth 
birthday 
anniversary. 
The names of the three 
great 
liberal dissenters on the suprem e 
bench— Brandéis, 
Cardozo, 
and 
Stone— are household words fol­ 
lowing the tense last session 
of 
the nation’s highest tribunal. But 
the senior m em ber of this triu m ­ 
virate of stalwarts, the man who 
more than any other 
expressed 
and clung to the theory that “the 
facts of life assume greater im ­ 
portance than form ulas,” and thej 
rights of the individual m ust al­ 
ways be considered before those 
of property, was Brandéis. 
Alfred Lief, 
who 
edited 
the 
“Dissenting 
Opinions 
of 
Mr. 
Justice Holmes,” and “The Social 
and Economic Views of Mr. J u s ­ 
tice Holmes,” together with other 
notable works on the 
develop­ 
m ent of the theory of law in this 
nation, has w ritten an 
intensely 
revealing biography of Mr. J u s ­ 
tice Brandéis. 
This book 
con­ 
tains within its 508 
pages 
the 
story of the development of B ran ­ 
déis, and its subtitle, “The P e r­ 
sonal History of 
an 
American 
Ideal,” indicates better than any­ 
thing else 
the 
m ethod 
of 
its 
treatm ent. 
It is interesting 
to 
look 
at 
m e n ’s 
backgrounds. 
Lincoln, 


reared in backwoods poverty, and 
others of our great men who have 
risen from hum ble surroundings, 
might be said to have conditioned 
by their 
early 
experiences 
to 
have a sym pathy and understand­ 
ing of the rights and problems of 
the common man. 
This, however, 
was not the case with 
Brandeis. 
He was born N ovem ber 13, 1856. 
the son of a Jew ish m erchant 
of 
Louisville, Ky., in a home which 
was comfortably wealthy, 
where 
good literature and the arts were 
familiar topics of 
conversations, 
w here the comforts of life were 
present, 
and 
w here 
economic 
problems pressed so little that the 
talk of money was forbidden ai 
the table. 
But there was behind him the 
tradition 
of 
vigorous 
protest 
against oppression and 
persecu­ 
tion, w hether it be social, 
eco­ 
nomic or religious. 
His 
father, 
Adolf Brandeis, had been forced 
to leave his 
hom e 
in 
Prague, 
Bohemia, in 1848, to avoid just 
such oppression and injustice, and 
Adolf’s fiancee, Frederika 
Dem ­ 
bitz, followed him to the United 
States to m a rry him and 
estab­ 
lish their new home on this side 
of the ocean. 
W hen 
these 
two 
found them selves living in K en­ 
tucky at the opening of the civil 
war, they were unhesitating 
in 
taking a stand, although it m eant 
the risking of 
everything 
they 
had in the world. 
Their stand was 
dictated 
by 
their principles. 
They 
espoused 
the cause of the union, because it 
was opposed to slavery, and 
to 
this cause 
they 
stanchly 
held 
although m any of 
their 
closest 
friends and neighbors w ere just 
as w holeheartedly 
in 
favor 
of 
state rights and 
the 
south. 
An 
uncle of the future suprem e court 


justice was a delegate to the Chi­ 
cago convention oi the Republi­ 
can p arty and helped to nominate 
A braham Lincoln for the 
presi- 
dnecy. 
It- was this uncle’s nam e 
which Louis Erandeis afterw ards 
took for his middle 
nam e. 
He 
was born Louis David Brandeis, 
but he became 
Louis 
Dembitz 
Brandeis. 
The way at first was smoothed 
Jcr young Brandeis, and of 
this 
circum stance 
his 
exceptionally 
brilliant mind took fullest 
ad ­ 
vantage. 
Because 
his 
parents 
believed in the best for him, 
he 
was given some years of study in 
Germ any, w here he showed ex ­ 
ceptional capability. 
Later, fin­ 
ancial reverses for the family re ­ 
called him to America, 
and 
he 
tutored his way through Harvard, 
graduating in 1877, the youngest 
of his class 
and 
its 
foremost 
scholar, having paid all his own 
expenses and saved $1500 for a 
nest egg. 
He w ent to practice in 
Boston 
in 1879, after a few 
months 
in 
Louisville, and found himself al­ 
most at once enlisted in a battle 
which was to last throughout his 
life. 
The Boston of that day, in 
the reaction from the idealism ol' 
the civil war, had 
become 
the 
home of a philosophy whose chief 
tenet was that power, possessions, 
and position w ere all that m atter­ 
ed in life. A true 
hum anitarian, 
the young Brandeis refused to ac­ 
cept this postulate of the Boston 
Brahm ans. 
Early he developed a scientill- 
ant vii tuosity in legal tactics. His 
theory of attack in the courts was 
like the perform ance of a brilliant 
rapierist. 
He became a friend of 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
then 
a 
practicing lawyer, and later to be­ 
come Brandeis’s colleague on the 


suprem e bench. 
Friendship with 
so stim ulating a 
personality 
asi 
that of 
Holmes 
m eant 
untold 
things to a man like Brandeis. He. 
interested a w ealthy 
friend 
in j 
establishing a chair for Holmes in 
the H arvard 
law 
school. 
From 
this professorship. Holmes was to 
graduate to the suprem e court. 
L ater Brandeis himself was of-j 
fered a place on the H arvard la w ; 
faculty . But he refused it 
and; 
continued his 
practice. 
Steadily j 
rising and increasing in prestige, i 
he took a solemn step when, m ; 
the Blaine-Cleveland election o f ! 
1884, he refused to 
support 
thej 
Republican party and becam e 
a 
Democrat. 
There w ere 
pleasant 
friendships 
in 
Boston—William 
Dean Howells, George W. Cable, 
Joseph Pennell, and m any other. 
But young Brandeis refused to let 
himself be 
sw erved 
from 
his 
career. 
Biographer Lief pays close at­ 
tention to these years, the years 
when Brandeis evolved the 
p hil­ 
osophy which was to m ake 
him 
notable. 
He was a fearless, ob-i 
jective 
investigator, 
whose 
gift 
for gatnering and analyzing mass- j 
es of data was amazing. 
His i n - 1 
telligence was so great that, like! 
a diver, he could plunge into 
a j 
sea of extraneous facts and c o m e ; 
up, w ithout error, 
bringing 
t h e ( 
one pearl of tru th in his hand. As 
one w riter said of him, “He c a r­ 
ried common sense to the point of 
genius.” 
As for the philosphy, he 
stated it perhaps most clearly in 
an opinion handed down in 1923:

realize each his own responsibil­ 
ity, and by these means, to m ake 
arbitrary governm ent 
impossible. 
He became an attorney for 
a 
giant shoe m achinery com pany— 
one of the great monopolies of the 
east—and averted 
a 
strike 
by 
presenting the side of the workers 
to his clients in such m anner that 
they could not refuse justice. L at­ 
er he helped reorganize the H ar­ 
vard system of teaching law, and 
almost simultaneously entered the 
lists publicly for the 
first 
time 
against privilege, when he waged 
and led successful fights, first to 
prevent the giving of a bad street 
car franchise, second a m onopol­ 
istic consolidation and price rais­ 
ing scheme of the gas companies 
of his state.

case,

When Charles

was winning his great fam e in the

evidence so vital as to its waste 
and mismanagement that he was 
able to build up the 
M assachu­

L ater he fought a rail­ 
road consolidation and won 
his 
fight by presenting unansw erable 
facts and figures showing that it 
would paralyze railway 
develop­ 
m ent in New England. 
By now the battles for the pub­ 
lic were coming 
fast. 
Brandeis 
had m arried at 34 
Alice 
G old­ 
mark. 
They had 
established 
a 
careful system 
of 
living. 
The 
biographer notes the frugality of 
the couple, a practice that saved 
Brandeis from the exigencies 
of 
having to make more money. 
He 
had a natural talent for 
money 
getting and might have been 
a 
millionaire, but he was content to 
earn enough for comfort and to 
devote the rem ainder of his tal­ 
ents to lighting the fight for the 
“the little m an,” Lief writes. 
His next notable victory was in 
the Oregon m inim um wage case. 
Aftei long and careful investiga­ 
tion, Brandeis w ent 
before 
the 
supreme court w ith an argum ent 
so brilliant that the august trib u n ­ 
al, forgetting precedent, 
decided 
in his favor. 
Later he negotiated 
a 
settlement 
between 
garm ent 
workers and their 
em ployers 
in 
New York and for long served as 
chairm an of the board of 
arb i­ 
tration there. 
But such a board could not b e ­ 
gin to hold all his activities. 
He 
had developed a growing hatred 
for greed, excessive power, and 
monopolies . With 
such 
convic­ 
tions it was natural to find 
him 
aiming lightning blows at the a i- 
rogant 
combinations 
in 
steel, 
shoe 
m achinery, 
transportation, 
and finance. 
A book, written by 
him, called “Other People’s Mon­ 
ey,” sold into the tens of thous­ 
ands and opened the eyes ol the 
nation to the aggrandizement 
of 
the interests and their deplorable 
m ism anagem ent. 
Then in 1909 
Brandéis 
dared 
to challenge the president ol the 
United States 
himself, 
William 
H ow ard Taft, and carry the fight 
through to the point where 
the 
president retired from the field 
defeated. 
This was the celebrat­ 
ed Ballinger 
scandal. 
Louis 
R. 
G la vis had been discharged from 
the governm ent service by Rich­ 
ard Achilles Ballinger, secretary 
of the interior, for trying to pre­ 
vent fraudulent patenting of gov­ 
ernm ent lands by lumbering in­ 
tests in Alaska. 
In the succeed­ 
ing investigation, 
Brandeis 
not 
only forced 
the 
resignation 
of 
Ballinger and the sustaining 
of 
Glavis, but he opened the eyes of 
the people of the United States as 
never before to the question 
of 
the conservation of 
natural 
re­ 
sources. 
It was the following year 
that 
Brandeis 
began 
his 
friendship 
with the late Senator Robert La 
Follette and in the campaign 
of 
1912 he fought side by side with 
that 
great 
progressive 
until 
Roosevelt bolted the 
Republican 
party, w hen he rejected the Bull 
Moose cause and became a Wilson 
supporter. 
Through 
the 
following 
years 
he continued, however, to be an 
insurgent at heart, and his battle 
against the financial cliques 
in 
New York and Boston went 
on. 
When Associate Justice Joseph R. 
L am ar died in 1916 and 
a 
suc­ 
cessor was needed, Woodrow Wil­ 
son, then president, offered B ran­ 
deis the appointm ent and B ran­ 
deis accepted. 
A nd th e re 
on 
the 
suprem e 
bench he is now, as he observes 
his eightieth birthday, a youthful 
m an for all his shock of 
snowy 
hair.—P. I. W.

Though Captain William Beck- 
nell of Franklin. Missouri is com­ 
monly known as the “Father of 
the Santa Fe Trail”, the relative­ 
ly unknown agent of the Spanish 
government, Pedro 
Vial, 
shares 
honors with Becknell in this dis­ 
tinction which was bestowed up­ 
on Becknell by Chittenden. 
For 
on November 15, 
1793, 
exactly 
twenty-eight years before the ar­ 
rival at Santa Fe 
of 
Becknell’s 
epochal expedition, 
Pedro 
Vial, 
returning from St. Louis, 
arrived 
at Santa Fe after the completion 
of a two-way expedition which is 
the first known journey to have 
approximated the later Santa Fe 
Trail. 
To neither Vial nor 
Becknell, 
however, belongs the 
distinction 
of first traversing the vast plains 
between Missouri and New Mex­ 
ico across which were later 
to 
travel the thousands of 
trading 
Argonauts. 
One 
hundred 
and 
twenty-eight years before 
Beck­ 
nell and one hundred years before 
Vial, three deserters 
from 
La 
Salle’s party are 
said 
to 
have 
reached New Mexico and to have 
settled at Santa Fe. 
In 1739, the 
Mallet brothers led a party of six 
from the Illinois country to Santa 
Fe and in 1752, two more French­ 
men appeared at Santa Fe from 
the Illinois 
country 
bearing 
a 
French license to explore a route 
to New Mexico and to 
open 
up 
trade. 
Others followed and soon 
a number 
of 
Frenchmen 
were 
participating in a 
brisk 
Indian 
and Mountain trade which had its 
center as Taos. This trade ceased, 
however, when, near the close of 
the century, 
the 
plains 
were 
blocked by the Indians. 
In 1799, in the effort to estab­ 
lish lines of communication w ith­ 
in Spain’s far flung 
possessions, 
which after 1762. extended 
from 
the Pacific to the Mississippi, the 
energetic governor of New Mex­ 
ico, Don Juan Bauptista de Anza, 
<ubdued the powerful Comnnches. 
Thus, by removing one 
of 
the 
most dangerous sources 
of 
the 
Indian menace, de 
Anza 
threw 
open the vast areas 
of 
Kansas. 
Oklahoma, and west 
Texas 
to 
Spanish exploration. 
To Pedro Vial, an 
experienced 
explorer who had been a leader 
n the Texas-New 
Mexico 
ex­ 
plorations, was entrusted the task 
of reopening the avenue of com­ 
munication to the northeast 
by 
marking out a trail from Santa 
Fe to St. Louis. 
Unfortunately, Vial’s account of 
his trip as given in his diary 
is 
confined to less than a bare 
re­ 
cital of facts. After leaving Santa 
Fe on May 21, 1792, he and his 


itwo companions were captured on! 
June 29 on the Arkansas by th e 1 
Indians. 
There had every inten­ 
tion of killing 
the 
three 
men, 
when, according to Vial, “one of 
them who had been a servant in 
the village of Sun Luis de Ylin- 
nese and talked excellent French 
came up to me 
and 
recogniz­ 
ed me. 
He began to 
cry 
out, 
•Do not kill him . . . I know him.’ ” 
Taking the reigns of Vial’s horse 
the Indian took Vial to his tent 
where he instructed him to 
eat 
saying that, after having eaten, 
it was against the Indian law to 
kill. 
Their lives saved by this inci­ 
dent, Vial and 
his 
companions 
were not permitted 
to 
resume 
their journey until 
August 
15. 
Then, stripped of their clothing 
by their captors, they were allow­ 
ed to make their way toward the 
Missouri. 
On September 11, on 
the Kansas river,

met

French trader who supplied them 
with clothing and other 
equip­ 
ment with which to continue on 
to St. Louis. 
On October 6, more than four 
months after his departure from 
Santa Fe. Vial 
arrived 
in 
St. 
Louis. 
Here he immediately de­ 
livered his papers together 
with 
his instructions 
and 
diary, 
to 
Trudeau. 
It being too late to un­ 
dertake the return trip, Vial and 
his companions spent the winter 
in St. Louis. 
In the spring, when Via) 
was 
ready to quit St. Louis for Santa 
Fe, the warlike Oeages blocked 
the way to the Southwest. 
Only 
by joining themselves to a party 
of traders bound for the Pawnees, 
and by toiling along the shores 
of the Missouri helping to 
pull 
the pirogues of the traders 
for 
four hundred miles 
against 
the 
turbulent Missouri river current, 
did Vial and his companions ar­ 
rive at a point from which they 
could safely leave 
the 
traders. 
Then, on August 24, near present 
Omaha. Nebraska, the party di­ 
vided and Vial with his followers 
pursued their way to Santa 
Fe 
where they arrived on November 
15, 1793. 
The journey of Vial proved the 
route which 
he 
traveled 
from 
Santa Fe to St. Louis and return 
still not entirely safe 
from 
the 
Indians. 
The acquisition by the 
United States 
of 
Louisiana 
in 
1803, however, was the main rea- 
s n tor the Spaniards closing the 
avenue of communication which 
it had been the purpose of Vial to 
open. 
Not until 1821. the year of 
the admission of Missouri to the 
Union and of the Independence 
of Mexico from Spain, were 
the 
times to prove auspicious for the 
use by Becknell of Pedro 
Vial’s 
first Santa Fe Trail.

In 1935 
was chosen chairman of the state 
Bankhead committee, and in Ja n ­ 
uary of this year he was one of 
seventy United States farm lead­ 
ers called to Washington to 
dis­ 
cuss plans for a program to re­ 
place the invalidated AAA. As­ 
sociates say no one in Southeast 
Missouri is better informed 
con­ 
cerning proper farming methods. 
Roosevelt said members of his 
committee will report by Febru­

bitz, followed him to the United 
States to m arry him and 
estab­ 
lish their new home on this side 
of the ocean.

found themselves living in K e n ­ 
tucky at the opening of the civil 
war, they were unhesitating

taking a stand, although it m eant 
the risking of

believed in the best for him,

called him to America,

tutored his way through Harvard, 
graduating in 1877, the youngest

His theory of government, 
other words, was to educate 
public, showing citizens how 
rule themselves,

ity. and by these means, to m ake 
arbitrary governm ent 
impossible. 
He beca mi’ an attorney for 
a 
giant shoe m achinery com pany— 
one of the great monopolies of the

presenting the side of the workers 
to his clients in such m anner that 
they could not refuse justice. L at­ 
er he helped reorganize the H ar­ 
vard system of teaching law, and 
almost simultaneously entered the

and led successful fights, first to 
prevent the giving of a bad street 
car franchise, second a monopol­ 
istic consolidation and price rais­ 
ing scheme of the gas companies 
of his state.

When Charles 
Evans 
Hughes 
was winning his great fame in the 
investigation 
of

insurance 
companies as 
attorney 
for 
the 
Armstrong 
committee, 
Brandéis 
also delved deeply into the m at­ 
ter, and from his study presented 
evidence so vital as to its waste 
and mismanagement that he was 
able to build up the 
M assachu­ 
setts system of savings bank 
in­ 
surance. 
Later he fought a rail­ 
road consolidation and won 
his 
fight by presenting unansw erable 
facts and figures showing that it 
would paralyze railway 
develop­ 
m ent in New England. 
By now the battles for the p ub­ 
lic were coming 
fast. 
Brandeis 
had married at 34 
Alice 
G old­ 
mark. 
They had 
established 
a 
careful system 
of 
living. 
The 
biographer notes the frugality of 
the couple, a practice th at saved 
Brandcis from the exigencies 
of 
having to make more money. 
He 
had a natural talent for 
money 
getting and might have been 
a 
millionaire, but he was content to 
earn enough for com fort and to 
devote the rem ainder of his tal­ 
ents to fighting the fight for the 
"the little man," Lief writes. 
His next notable victory was in 
the Oregon m inim um wage case. 
Aftei long and careful investiga­ 
tion, Brandeis w ent 
before

so brilliant that the august trib u n ­ 
al, forgetting precedent, 
decided 
in his favor. 
Later he negotiated

But such a board could not b e­ 
gin to hold all his activities.

had developed a growing hatred 
for greed, excessive power, and 
monopolies .

tions it was natural to find

aiming lightning blows at the a r­

steel, 
shoe 
machinery, 
transportation, 
and finance. 
A book, written by 
him, called “ Other People’s Mon­ 
ey," sold into the tens of thous­ 
ands and opened the eyes of the 
nation to the aggrandizement 
of 
the interests and their deplorable 
m ism anagem ent. 
T hen in 1909 
Brandeis 
dared 
to challenge the president of the 
United States 
himself, 
William 
H ow ard Taft, and carry the fight 
through to the point where 
the 
president retired from the field 
defeated. 
This was the celebrat­ 
ed Ballinger 
scandal. 
Louis 
R. 
Glavis had been discharged from 
the governm ent service by Rich­ 
ard Achilles Ballinger, secretary 
of the interior, for trying to p re­ 
vent fraudulent patenting of gov­ 
ern m en t lands by lum bering in­ 
tests in Alaska. 
In the succeed­ 
ing investigation, 
Brandeis 
not 
only forced 
the 
resignation 
of 
Ballinger and the sustaining 
of 
Glavis, but he opened the eyes of 
the people of the United States as 
never before to the question 
of 
the conservation of 
natural 
re­ 
sources. 
It was the following year 
that 
Brandeis 
began 
his 
friendship 
with the late Senator Robert La 
Follette and in the campaign 
of 
1912 he fought side by side with 
that 
great 
progressive 
until 
Roosevelt bolted the 
Republican 
party, w hen he rejected the Bull 
Moose cause and became a Wilson 
supporter. 
Through 
th e 
following 
years 
he continued, however, to be an 
insurgent at heart, and his battle 
against the financial cliques 
in 
New York and Boston went 
on. 
W hen Associate Justice Joseph R. 
L am ar died in 1916 and 
a 
suc­ 
cessor was needed, V7oodrow Wil­ 
son, then president, offered B ran ­ 
deis the appointm ent and B ran ­ 
deis accepted.

bench he is now, as he observes

Pedro Vial Reform to Santa Fe 
From St. Louis 


Though Captain William Beck- 
ncll of Franklin. Missouri Is com­ 
monly known as the "Father of 
the Santa Fe Trail”, the relative­ 
ly unknown agent of the Spanish 
government, Pedro 
Vial, 
shares 
honors with Beckne 11 in this dis- 
tin< tlon which was bestowed up­ 
on Becknell by Chittenden. 
For 
on November 15, 
1793, 
exactly 
twenty-eight years before the ar­ 
rival at Santa Fe 
of 
BecknelTs 
opochnl expedition, 
Pedro 
Vial, 
returning from St. Louis, 
arrived 
at Santa Fe after the completion 
of a two-way expedition which is 
the first known journey to have 
approximated the later Santa Fe 
Trail. 
To neither Vial nor 
Becknell, 
however, belongs the 
distinction 
of first traversing the vast plains 
between Missouri and New Mex­ 
ico across which were later 
to 
travel the thousands of 
trading 
Argonauts. 
One 
hundred 
and 
twenty-eight years before 
Beck­ 
nell and one hundred years before 
Vial, three deserters 
from 
La 
Salle’s party are 
said 
to 
have 
reached New Mexico and to have 
settled at Santa Fe. 
In 1739, the 
Mallet brothers led a party of six 
from the Illinois country to Santa 
Fe and in 1752, two more French­ 
men appeared at Santa Fe from 
the Illinois 
country 
bearing 
a 
French license to explore a route 
to New Mexico and to 
open 
up 
trade. 
Others followed and soon 
a number 
of 
Frenchmen 
were 
participating in a 
brisk 
Indian 
and Mountain trade which had its 
center as Taos. This trade ceased, 
however, when, near the close of 
the century, 
the 
plains 
were 
blocked by the Indians. 
In 1799, in the effort to estab­ 
lish lines of communication w ith­ 
in Spain’s far flung 
possessions, 
which after 1762, extended 
from 
the Pacific to the Mississippi, the 
energetic governor of New Mex­ 
ico, Don Juan Bauptista de Anza, 
subdued the powerful Comanches. 
Thus, by removing one 
of 
the 
most dangerous sources 
of 
the 
Indian menace, de 
Anza 
threw 
open the vast areas 
of 
Kansas, 
Oklahoma, and west 
Texas 
to 
Spanish exploration. 
To Pedro Vial, an 
experienced 
explorer who had been a leader 
in the Texas-New 
Mexico 
ex ­ 
plorations, was entrusted the task 
of reopening the avenue of com­ 
munication to the northeast 
by 
marking out a trail from Santa 
Fe to St. Louis. 
Unfortunately, Vial’s account of 
his trip as given in his diary 
is 
confined to less than a bare 
re­ 
cital of facts. After leaving Santa 
Fe on May 21, 1792, he and his 


two companions were captured on 
June 29 on the Arkansas by the 
Indians. 
There had every inten­ 
tion of killing 
the 
three 
men, 
when, according to Vial, "one nf 
them who had been a servant in 
the village of Sun Luis de Ylin- 
nese and talked excellent French 
came up to me 
and 
recogniz­ 
ed me. 
He began to 
cry 
out, 
•Do not kill him . . . I know him.’ ” 
Taking the reigns of Vial’s horse 
the Indian took Vial to his tent 
where he instructed him to 
eat 
saying that, after having eaten, 
it was against the Indian law to 
kill. 
Their lives saved by this inci­ 
dent. Vial and 
his 
companions 
were not permitted 
to 
resume 
their journey until 
August 
15. 
Then, stripped of their clothing 
by their captors, they were allow­ 
ed to make their way toward the 
Missouri. 
On September 11, on 
the Kansas river, 
they 
met 
a 
French trader who supplied them 
with clothing and other 
equip­ 
ment with which to continue on 
to St. Louis. 
On October 6, more than four 
months after his departure from 
Santa Fe, Vial 
arrived 
in 
St. 
Louis. 
Here he immediately de­ 
livered his papers together 
with 
his instructions 
and 
diary, 
to 
Trudeau. 
It being too late to un­ 
dertake the return trip, Vial and 
his companions spent the winter 
in St. Louis. 
In the spring, when Vial 
was 
ready to quit St. Louis for Santa 
Fe, the warlike Qsages blocked 
the way to the Southwest. 
Only 
by joining themselves to a party 
of traders bound for the Pawnees, 
and by toiling along the shores 
of the Missouri helping to 
pull 
the pirogues of the traders 
for 
four hundred miles 
against 
the 
turbulent Missouri river current, 
did Vial and his companions ar­ 
rive at a point from which they 
could safely leave 
the 
traders. 
Then, on August 24. near present 
Omaha. Nebraska, the party di­ 
vided and Vial with his followers 
pursued their way to Santa 
Fe 
where they arrived on November 
15, 1793. 
The journey of Vial proved the 
route which 
he 
traveled 
from 
Santa Fe to St. Louis and return 
still not entirely safe 
from 
the 
Indians. 
The acquisition by the 
United States 
of 
Louisiana 
in 
1803, however, was the main rea- 
s n for the Spaniards closing the 
avenue of communication which 
it had been the purpose of Vial to 
open. 
Not until 1821, the year of 
the admission of Missouri to the 
Union and of the Independence 
of Mexico from Spain, were 
the 
times to prove auspicious for the 
use by Becknell of Pedro 
Vial’s 
first Santa Fe Trail.

ac­ 
tivities for many years. 
In 1935 
was chosen chairman of the state 
Bankhead committee, and in Ja n ­ 
uary of this year he was one of 
seventy United States farm lead­ 
ers called to Washington to 
dis­ 
cuss plans for a program to re­ 
place the invalidated AAA. As­ 
sociates say no one in Southeast 
Missouri is better informed 
con­ 
cerning proper farming methods. 
Roosevelt said members of his 
committee will report by Febru­
